“T have no idea,”” said Senator Jones, an- 
gwering a question in regard to the prob- 
able legislation of the approaching session 
of congress, ‘“‘that anything will be done 
aside from passing the usual appropriation 
(bills. It will be a short session and it will 
afford no time in which to consider other 
matters. As to the Dingley bill, what is 
there in the present condition to make it 
any more acceptable or necessary than it 
was last session? I do not see how any- 
thing in the line of revenue legislation can 

h be accomplished at this session of con- 
gress.” 
3) Discussing plans for raising revenue, Sen- 
ator Jones advanced several interesting 
[= propositions. 
| “Many of the manufacturers,” he said, 
“who supported McKinley will doubtless 
" be surprised at the character of the bill 
' that will be presented to the country. The 
- conditgons that existed when the McKinley 
>. bill of 1899 was passed were very different 
' from those that will confront congress 
' when it comes to deal with the question. 
' .Then there was a surplus to be dissipated; 
now there is a formidable deficiency to be 
considered. That will make necessary a 
radically different sort of measure. 

“For myself,” said the senator, “I should 
support a vote for a bill to increase the 
tax on beer at $1 a barrel. In the first 
place, the alcohol in beer does not pay 
an equal tax with that in whisky, and in 
the second plare, it is a tax that can be 
easily borne. One dollar a barrel means 
an additional cost only of one-fifth of a 
cent a glass, and the consumer would cer- 
tainly not notice that. 

“I do not think that tobacco should be 
taxed to any greater amount than is now 
levied. It is the one thing that the poor 
man almost universally uses, and he should 
be spared an additional tposition. The 

- same thing ts true of coffee;and-in a less 
degree of tea, and for that reason I do 
not favor taxes on them. The beer tax 
shouli be an independent proposition. It 
will add $30,000,000 to tha revenues, and if 
it be put in a bill by itself the money 
would come in at once. 

Fight Is Not Over by Any Means. 

_ “As to the income tax, I have not exam- 
ined the decision- of the supreme court 
with a view to determining whether or 
not a measure could be passed which would 
q produce reyenue from that source without 
ae waiting for an amendment to the constitu- 
' tion. A per capita tax might be levied,”’ 
/ said Senator Jones, ‘‘but I am opposed to 
_ ‘taxing poverty. I think the property and 
i Wealth of the country should bear the cost 
_ of government. Of course, the poor man re- 

Ceives just as much and the same benefits 

from our institutions as the rich man, but 
they should be given to him just as the 

public schools are given to him. 

“The policy of the democratic committee 
has not yet been officially decided,” Sena- 
tor Jones answered, “and it will not be 
until after a consultation, the date of which 
has not been settled.

No Obligations That Cannot Be Read- 
“ily Liqutidated Exist—Quit on 
Account of Competition. 
Baltimore, November 23.—When seen, re. 
garding the dispatch from Chicago stating 
that the wire nail association has dissolved, 
J. H. Parks, treasurer of the association, 

said it was substantially true, 

The nail association, he said, had been 
in operation since June, 1895. It had lived 
much longer than its mcst sanguine pro- 
moters expected, and as a financial under- 
taking had been an unprecedented success. 

“Its present abandonment,” said Mr, 
Parks, “is not due to any adventitious 
condition of the organization, or any inter- 
national indiffere: ce, or shcrtcomings, but 
Solely to the large growth of outside com- 
petition which has sprung up within a 
few months. We do not think it would be 
g00d businces to continue longer a policy 
wich fs increasing competition so rapidly.

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WHITE 1S FOUND 


Shoemaker’s Son Sentenced To Be 
Hanged in January. 


MOTHER WAS GRIEF-STRICKEN 


Prisoner Pleaded for the Mercy of the 
Court When Called Up. 


THANKS THE JUDGE AFTER THE SENTENCE 


Attorneys Have Asked for a New 
Trial and a Suspending Order, 
If Necessary, Is Granted. 


Columbus, Ga., November 23.—(Special.)— 
Henry White, charged with kiHing Police 
Officer William Jackson, has been found 
guilty of murder and has been sentenced 
to pay the penalty for his crime on the 
gallows. 

The argument in, the jury retired at 5:30 
o’clock this afternoon, and at 9:15 o’clock 
tonight they returned a verdict of gullty, 
without recommendation to mercy. 

Fades Butt fixed January 15, 1897, as the 
date for White’s execution 

J. H. Worrill, for the state, was the first 
to speak when the court opened this morn- 
ing. He was followed by Colonel Grigsby 
Thomas for the defense. In the afternoon 
Colonel Thornton spoke for the prisoner, 
followed by Captain Gilbert, who closed for 
the state. Colonel Thornton and assistants 
have made a strong fight for the defend- 
ant. 

Shortly after 5 o’clock Judge Butt deliver- 
ed his charge to the jury. It was able and 
concisely made and was impartial. When 
the jury retired at 5:30 o'clock Judge Butt 
Suggested that they eat supper before en- 
tering into the consideration of the case. 

After supper a large number of specta- 
tors gathered in the courtroom and a ver- 
dict was awaited with intense interest. It 
was 9:15 o’clock whey the twelve men filed 
slowly into the court room. 

Henry White had been in the sheriff's of- 
fice conversing with his relatives, and 
when the jury came into the courtroom he 
was brought out also. He was quite pale. 
Judge Butt cautioned the audience against 
making any demonstrations when the ver- 
dict was announced and then asked the 
jury: 

“Gentlemen, have you formed a verdict?’ 

“We have,’ replied the foreman, R. J. 
Hunter. 

The dropping of a pin could have been 
heard in the courtroom, so impressive was 
the silence, 

The verdict was announced. It was ‘‘gull- 


dation to the mercy of the court. 
Old Mother’s Heart Breaks. 
With the éxception of the sobs that came 
from. the mother, sisters and sweetheart 
of the young man, there was no demonstra- 
tions whatever. From that moment until 


mother. of the prisoner, never raised her 
bowed head’ from her hands. It was a 
seene of pain and pathos. 

The prisoner made no demonstration. He 
sat quietly in his chair. 

After the \necessary papers had been 
drawn up Judge Butt proceeded to sentence 
the prisoner,.who was brought up before 
him. The judge asked him if he had any- 
thing to say why the sentence of death 
should not be passed upon him. The young 
man’s face slightly quivered and he said: 

“T would rather not; father forced me 
into it. I would like to ask for the mercy 
of the court.” | 

The judge stated that the prisoner had 
been given a fair and impartial trial, and 
had been ably and skillfully defended. He 
then proceeded to sentence the defendant. 
fie named Friday, January 15, 1897, as the 
day for the execution, fixing the place of 
execution at the county jail. When he 
concluded, Judge Butt said solemnly “And 
may God have mercy upon your soul.” 

“Thank you, judge,’ said Henry White in 
a low voice, but audible. 

Colonel Thornton, who is managing the 
defendant’s case, filed notice of a motion 
for a new trial. December 5th was the 
date set for hearing the motion. Judge 
Butt also passed an order suspending the 
execution until the hearing of the motion 
for a new trial in case the héaring does 
not take place before January 15th. 

When the young prisoner was conveyed 
to jail shortly after 10 o’clock tonight he 
seemed cool and unconcerned and was 
smoking a cigarette. 

White would have been prosecuted for 
the killing of Officer Roberts had he been 
cleared in this case. 

Story of the Fatal Work. 

The crime for which White is sentenced 
to be hanged was committed something 
over a month ago and was probably the 
bloodiest deed in the history of Columbus. 

White’s father was a shoemaker and was 
addicted to drink. On the day of the 
tragedy he was drunk and quarrelsome and 


make a case against him. This angered 
White and he went home, whcre he armed 
himself with a winchester rifle. Accom- 
panied by nis son, Henry White, he went 
tack up town. Father and. son entered 
Rumsey’s saloon, and while they were there 
the officers called White for the purpose 
of giving him a summons to police court. 
The old man instantly opened fire, and so 
did his son. A fusillade of bullets cleared 
a path for the two Whites, who almost 
fought their way home. Reaching the 
house the two men barricaded the doors 
and defied the officers. An ex-policeman 
went to the house to demand a surrender 
and was shot, the bullet first passing 
through the door, making the fourth who 
was a victim to the deadly winchester of 
the old man-of the’ unerring pistol of 
his son. 

The house was surrounded, and old man 
White, after a stubborn resistance, was 
shot to death. Young White managed to 
escape, but was arrested the same day. 

Two of the policemen were dead before 
White was killed or his son captured, and 
another, mortally wounded, was in the 
hospital, where he died. All three of the 
policemen were buried the same day and 
the funeral was one of the largest Columbus 
has ever known.

THEY ARE TO DIE CONVICTS 


Judge Watts Passes Sentence Upon 
the Slayers of Williams. 


MOTION FOR A’ WEW TRIAL OVERRULED 


Yorkville; 8. C., Nevember 23.—(Special.)— 
If Marion R:. Rees and Daniel F. Luckie, 
convicted on the 13th igstant of the murder 
of Charles T. Williams, get a new trial it 
will be at the han4s of the supreme court 
and not through Judge Watts, | 

The motion for a new trial which has 

been pending since the 13th instant and 
postponed from time t® time, was called 
this morning at 11 o'clock. The prisoners 
were brought into the courtroom hand- 
cuffed together an@ looking altogether 
miserable. Rees was Unshaven, hollow- 
eyed and showed the effects rot only of the 
deputy’s shot some time back, but also of 
considerable mental distress, 
, The motion for a new trial was argued 
principally by Colonel Youmens, and was 
baséd on quite a number of grounds, the 
most important of which was the alleged 
error of the court in allowing Robert A. 
Anderson to testify against his wife. This 
and other maiters, Colonel Youmans ar- 
gued for more than an hour. 

In reply the counsel for the state ignored 
all the points raised inf behalf of the pris- 
oners except the question of error in ad- 
mitting the testimony of Robert A. An- 
derson. On this point Mr. De Loach argued 
that there had been no error, but even if 
there had been, the prsioners could not 
take advantage of it for the reason that 
when Anderson took the stand his honor 
had distinctly stated to the jury that no 
testimony that he might give for or against 
his wife was to be taken as for or against 
the other priscners. Mrs, Anderson was 
found not guilty, said the attorney, and 
she is now out of the ease, and Mr. Ander- 
son’s testimony can no longer be consid- 
ered in connection with thé other prisoners. 

At the conclusion of the argument Judge 
Watts overruled all the: points raised in 
behalf of the prisoners and went on to say: 

Defense Made a . 

“If, at the conclusioh of the state’s case, 
the defense had declined to-put up any 
testimony the jury cou é, in my opin- 

“of acquittal as to 
all three defendants. ,I gay this because 
there. would have been so much room for a 
reasonable joubt. Had there been no tes- 
timeny offered for the deferse and the 
jury had returned a verdict of guilty I 
would have had no hesitation in setting 
that verdict aside and granting a new trial. 
As it. was, however, I am satisfied that the 
jury ‘has given an honest verdict. Before 
that woman had been on the stand a min- 
ute the story that she was about to tell 
dawned upon me, and when she concluded 
I felt it in my bones, so to speak, that she 
had at least convicted the other two if not 
all three.”’ 

Continuing his honor said: 

“Before I permitted Robert Anderson to 
tstify I advised him that if I were him, no 
matter how unfaithful my wife may have 
been to me, I would not testify against 
her. On the direct examination he only 
testified to her handwriting in letters which 
he did not read. On the cross-examination 
he was asked if he had not re-married his 
wife to get out of paying alimony, and it 
was only fair to allow him to state on the 
re-direct examination why he left her the 
second time.” 

In conclusion his honor said that all dur- 
ing the trial, when in doubt, he had leaned 
toward the defendants, and he thought that 
if they had not had a fair and impartial 
trial they could never get one. Therefore, 
he said, it was his unpleasant duty to re- 
fuse the motion. P 

Sentenced to Life Imprisonment. 

This matter disposed of his honor called 
for the arraignment of the prisoners and 
the men were brought forward, trembling 
in every limb, to receive sentence, 

In answer to the question, from the clerk, 
as to whether or not they had anything to 
say why sentence should not be pronounced 
upon them. both remained silent. 

Judge Watts then proceeded to pronounce 
sentence and said: 

“IT always feel sorry for any one in your 
position. You two men stand there con- 
victed of murder. You have had a fair and 
impartial trial. The jury has said that you 
are guilty, and I have no doubt that you 
caused the death of Charles T. Williams. 

“You, M. R. Reese, ‘have led a very ir- 
regular life, and you are only reaping as 
you have sown. You, Danel F. Luckie, are 
a victim of bad infitence. [I look upon 
you as a weaker vessel, led into this 
trouble by M. R. Reese. You have more 
of my sympathy. 

‘*There is no doubt in my mind that the 
woman, Ellen Anderson, is morally respon- 
sible for the death of Charles T. Williams, 
although I do not believe it was at her 
bands he met his death. But she, and she 
alone, is responsible for your present con- 
dition. However, I have no desire to be 
unnecessarily cruel to you, and will not 
go into the matter any further, 

“The sentence of the court is that you, 
M. R. Reese, and you, Daniel F. Luckie, 
shall be confined in the. state penitentiary 
at hard labor during the balance of your 
natural lives.” 

Major Hart gave notice of an appeal to 
the supreme court. The prisoners were 


again handcuffed together and led back te 
Jalil.

Negro Who Was Stabbed Saturday 
Night in Rome Passed Away. 
Rome, Ga., November. 23.—(Special.)— 
Gideon Pope, the negro merchant and 
restaurant keeper who was shot and 
stabbed Saturday night, died at 2 o’clock 
this morning. ‘A post-mortem examination 
revealed the fact that ‘hhe had bled internal- 
ly, and his death was the result of the 
terrible wounds inflicted by his assailant. 
Five men have been arrested, all white, 
and the authorities think that they are on 
the track of the guilty parties. The section 
boss, Creekmore, was frightened when ar- 
rested, but the general opinion is that he 
will be able to establish an alibi.

He has confessed judgment to the bank 
for $30,000. His bond cannot be found. It 
is not known what amount it is for, nor 
who are the sureties. The embezzlement 
covers a period of six years and the bank 
has been examined a dozen times since the 
peculations began without ‘discovery. 

Hoffer is under surveillance at his resi- 
dence in this city. He will be arrested and 
taken before the United States commission- 
er at Harrisburg.

A statement has been issued by the di- 
rectors in which they personally assume all 
liabilities of the bank.

Hoffer is very penitent and desires to 
make restitution as far as possible.

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TO OPEN JAIL BIDS 


County Commissioners Will Meet Today 


for That Purpose, 


MANY BIDS ARE EXPECTED 


Large Number of Architects Are in 
the City Who Will Enter the 
Contest for the Jail. 


At noon today the board of county com- 
missioners will hold an important meet- 
ing and receive the bids which have been 
filed for the construction of the new jail 
building. 

Already a number of bids have been re- 
ceived in the office of Clerk Kontz, but the 
bids are sealed and. will not be opened 
until all have been received and the bid- 
ders are present, 

Much interest has been taken in the 
proposed new jail by leading contractors 
and builders all over the country, and the 
bids will doubtless be made on a low bass, 
as the bidders are anx'ous to build a mod- 
ern prison in the south. Heretofore the 
south has been lacking in its prisons, and 
the jail builders have had but little’ op- 
portunity to figure on southern jails, The 
bidders realize that a modern jatl, con- 
structed on the lines mapped out by the 
commissioners, will be a great advertise- 
ment for them, and each man will en- 
deavor to secure the coveted prize for the 
value of the advert'sement. 

The plans, which were drawn by Super- 
vising Architect Grant Wilkins, have been 
inspected by many builders, and they have 
been pronounced exceedingly well adapted 
for the needs of the county. Provision 
has been made for all future needs of the 
county and additional cells can be placed 
in the prison at any time. 

A large number of jail builders are now 
in the city and they have been making 
a final examination of the plans and care- 
fully working over the!r bids which are to 
be presented this morning to the commis- 
sioners for acceptance. 

“T see no reason why we should not get 
the very best figures for the construction 
of the jail,” said Commissioner Forrest 
Adair yesterday. “‘The proposed building 
has been extensively advertised all over 
the country and the men who have for- 
warded bids have had sufficient time in 
which to make their estimates very care- 
fully. Work will begin as soon as the con- 
tract is signed up and then the contractors 
and masons will hurry the building to com- 
pletion.” 

Those who intend making bids were 
busy yesterday looking over the jail site 
and taking their last measurements. The 
jail will be located on South Butler street, 
between the Georgia railroad and East 
Hunter street. Ir will front northwest and 
will have a frontage of something over one 
hundred feet on Butler street. The en- 
trance to the prison yard will be through 
an alley running alongside the tracks of 
the. Georgia road, and around the entire 
lot will be a stone wall several feet high, 
making escape impossible even though a 
prisoner should reach the yard of the jail. 

The material to be used in the construc- 
tion of the jail has not been definitely de- 
cided upon. The front wll be either of 
pressed brick, stone, granite or marble. 
The marble men are figuring on marble, 
and it is said they propose to furnish it 
almost as cheaply as gran:te, as they have 
never furnished much marble in the south, 
and desire to have an opportunity to intro- 
duce thelr manufacture. 

In drawing the plans for the new jail, 
Supervising Architect Wilkins was in- 
structed to make the plans so that the cost 
would not exceed $175,000, as that is the 
limit of cost that will be allowed by the 
commissioners. 

“The jail will be all that is needed by the 
county,” said a prominent contractor yes- 
terday, who will enter his bid at the meet- 
ing of the commissioners this morning. 
“There seems to be an arrangement for 
everything that is necessary, and I do not 
know of a better plan than the one that has 
been accepted by the county commission- 
ers. The jail will be as handsome in its 
appearance as it will be substantial in ita 
construction.’’

EIGHT LIVES WERE LOST. 


TWENTY-THREE MEN WERE RES- 
CUED FROM WRECKED BOAT. 


When the Vessel Reached the Sailors 
They Had Been in the Rigging 
Twenty-Seven Hours. 


Point Arena, Cal., November 23.—After 
clinging to the rigging of the wrecked 
steamer San Benito twenty-seven hours, 
twenty-three men were rescued by the 
steamer Wrott early this morning and 
transferred to the steamer Point Arena, 
which took them to Mendocino. 

The rescue was a most hazardous. under- 
taking. 

Repeated attempts were made to reach 
the wreck, but the sea was SO rough it was 
impossible for a boat to live in it. After 
midnight, however, the waves began to 
abate and a boat from the Wrott, after the 
greatest difficulty, reached the wreck. The 
unfortunate sailors were almost exhausted 
and had to be assisted into the boat. 
Twelve men were transferred to the Wrott 
and the boat returned for the others. They 
too, reached the steamer, making a total] 
of thirty-five saved, eight perishing. 

It is impossible to give the names of the 
rescued men, as the Wrott immediately put 
to sea. The wreck was watched by the 
people on shore, who have kept huge bon- 
fires blazing all night and had patrolled the 
beach to render all the assistance in their 
power, but all efforts to get a line off to the 
wreck were fruitless. The two parts of the 
San Benito lie in about the same position as 
last night.

NEGRO ARRAIGNED FOR KILLING 
HIS WIFE. 


Buck, Who Killed Shinall, Will Be 
Tried Today in Augusta—The 
Case Full of Interest. 


Augusta, Ga., November 23.—(Special.)— 
The superior court opened its second week 
of criminal business today with several 
important felony cases for trial, four of 
them capital offenses. 

The case of cefaulting City Treasurer 
Thomas S. Jones was called, but owing to 
the weak condition of the defendant the 
case was set for next Saturday in order to 
allow him to recuperate from his recent 
illness. ; 

The case against Dent Dotts, charged 
with the murder of Martha’ Dobson, occu- 
pied the court today. The parties are ne- 
groes, and the evidence showed that Dotts 
had stabbed the woman in her temple with 
his knife and fractured her skull with a 
brick, from which injuries she died in a 
few days. Dotts introduced no witnesses, 
but in his statement to the jury said the 
woman was his lawful wife and he had 
found her shut up in a room drinking and 
carousing with a man under compromising 
conditions. The man fled out of the win- 
dow, and in his indignant passion he in- 
flicted the wounds upon his wife. The jury 
gave a verdict reducing the crime from 
murder to voluntary manslaughter. 

Tomorrow the case of; Battey Buck, 
charged with the murder of William Shin- 
all, will be taken up. Buck was Shinall’s 
clerk, and when Shinall returned home un- 
expectedly one night he found Buck in 
his wife’s bedroom. The two men emptied 
their pistols into each other at short range, 
and both were desperately wounded. Shin- 
all died of his wounds, but Buck recovered, 
and is being prosecuted for murder.

Fulton county is worth $535,000 more in 
tax valuation than was at first reported. 

When the tax digests were completed by 
Tax Receiver Armistead the total taxable 
valuation was $535,000 less than the figures 
in reality were, making a total depreciation 
over 1895 of nearly, if not quite, $100,000. 

The decrease waa regarded with anxiety 
by the officials and taxpayers, as it showed 
that the wealth of the county was on the 
decline instead of an increase. It showed 
that property in the county had depreciated 
in value $100,000, and was taken as an in- 
dication of the future. 

Yesterday the error was found in the foot- 

ings of the tax digest, making the total val- 
uation of Fulton county for the year 1896 
$51,446,875, which is only about $42,000 less 
than in 1895, one of the largest returns in 
many years, 
The wealth of Fulton county in 1895, as 
given by the tax digests, was $51,489,455, and 
the figures this year only lack that amount 
by $42,000. 

The error in the tax digests was discov- 

ered yesterday afternoon in the office of 
Tax Collector Stewart and was at once re- 
ported to the clerk of the board of county 
commissioners so that a correction could 
be made. Tax Receiver Armistead was 
shown his error and he readily explained 
how it crept into the books. He said the 
error was caused by the footings of the ag- 
gregates on the various slips, and in ttrn- 
ing the pages two of the sheets of paper 
had become fastened, together and were 
turned as,one page, leaving off the foot- 
ing that was on one page. When the books 
were rechecked the same pages were still 
fastened and after the records had been re- 
vised and checked several times the error 
did not appear, as the pages remained to- 
gether. 
The correction was made yesterday after- 
noon and the account placed to the credit 
of Fulton county, was swelled to the 
amount of the error, which makes the re- 
turns of this year almost equal to those of 
last year. 

The tax digests are correct in every item, 

as the error was made in the footings, as 
stated, and does not affect any of the items 
of taxes. 
The corrected figures show that Fulton 
county has led all other counties ofthe 
state in tax returns.this year as compared 
with the returns of last year. Every county 
has fallen off this year in its taxable 
wealth, and Fulton shows now that the 
figures stand higtfer and show a more 
favorable state of affairs than any other 
county in the state.

The legislature wil' also ve called op 
to consider a general election law—apart 
from the registration law--with a view 
to adopting a modified form of the Aus- 
tralian ballot system. This is also a 
matter tht should be approached in the 
Fuine gmirit that prompted the framing 
‘ he registration law. 

Georgia is one of the few states that 
have taken no action in this direction, 
and the sooner the reform is undertaken 
the better it will be for the people. It is 
not necessary, perhaps, to adopt the rigid 
Australian regulations as they exist in 
other states, but, unquestionably, the 
most successful of these regulations 
should be engrafted on our election laws. 
It is necessary that such changes should 
be made as will perfect and strengthen 
the laws that are already on our statute 
books. 

In the first place, all the ballots should 
be printed under the supervision of the 
state or county and in one form. In the 
second place the ballot box should be 
protected by every possible precaution, 
and election workers should be kept ata 
reasonable dis-anve from the pelling 
place. In the third place, minority par- 

- ties should be given representation in 
the managers of the election. 

Other reforms may or may not be nec- 
essary, but those that we briefiy outlined 
are essential. There are some featutes 
of the Australian ballot system that are 
not necessary in this state, but the re- 
forms we have indica‘ed are importau’, 
and the legislature sho'l1 lose no t4rne 
in making them a part of our systsxmm. 

The new. registration law is a step in 
the right direction, but it is only a strep. 
The election laws should be etrengthened 
and perfected to the end that all elec- 
tions in this state sball be absolutely 
fair and honest. ‘Thi3 reform should Le 
accomplished by the legislature at the 
present sessioa. 

It is worthy of note here that every re- 
form in the direction of providing for 
fair elections has been suggested and 
carried out by ch2 democrats. The rew 
registration law was a democratic meas- 
ure, and was resisted by the populists 
at every stage of its progress. Why 

should this be so? There is no rezstn 
for it so far as we can see, Une party 
ought to be just as interested in vrovid- 
ing for fair and honest elections as an- 
other. Ais 

In fact, the whole matter is high above 
partisanship, and should be taken up 
and carried -out in the spirit that some- 
times prompts men to lay aside party 
differences and work together for the 
good of the state, and for the benefit of 
all parties. In this spirit the members 
of the legislature should approach the 
reforms that are necessary in our election 

laws. ,

Notwithstanding the distinguished po- 
sition which he had filled in the nation- 
al senate and afterwards as a member 
of the national house, Mr. Blair consent- 
ed a few days.ago to represent his home 
county in the state legislature. His elec- 
tion to that office was signalized by a 
handsome majority over his opponent, 
and in a graceful speech, he accepted 
the honor conferred upon him by his 
fellow citizens. 

There is a patriotic lesson in this sim- 
ple episode which every state in the 
union should carefully consider. The 
responsibility of making laws, whether 
for a state or a nation, is one of tran- 
scendent magnitude, and no citizen, 
whatever his attainments may be, 
should consider it beneath his dignity 
to serve in the legislature of his state. 
Wihat every legislative body needs is 
wisdom and experience, and it would 
not be a bad rule, Dy any means, to hon- 
or our retired congressmen and senators 
by electing them to seats in the legis- 
lature. 

More than one famous American has 
deigned to accept a modest position af- 
ter having filled a conspicuous place in 
the eyes of the nation, and the pride 
with which their services are recalled is 
all the greater because of this fact. Mr. 
Jefferson, after presiding over the des- 
tines of the nation for eight years, be- 
came a land surveyor in Virginia; while 
John Quincy Adams, on retiring from 
the presidential chair, entered the na- 
tional house of representatives and 
achieved the greatest distinction of his 
life as the “old man eloquent.” Like- 
wise, Henry Clay, after completing a 
term of service in the United States sen- 
ate. became a member of the Kentucky 
‘legislature, occupying the post of speak- 
'er. Such men as John J. Crittenden, 
'Richard M. Johnson and David Meri- 
wether also served in the legislature of 
| Kentucky after resigning their respec- 
tive seats in congress. | 
| It should be the policy of every state to 
'makeuseof itsexperienced public servants 
by electing them to the state legislature, 


| and it should be the pleasure of every 


veteran so honored to accept the office 
bestowed upon him. 


A Marked Decrease in Fire Loss. 

Throughout the Uniced S.ates and Can- 
ada there has been a marked decrease in 
the loss of property occasioned by fire 
during the past year. 

With respect to the month of October 
this statement is specially true. The 
total loss for the month, including both 
countries, is fixed at only $8,993,000, 
whereas for the corresponding month 
of 1895 the aggregate loss of property 
reached the enormous sum of $13,411,500. 
In a recent issue of The New York 
Journal of Commerce a table is pub- 
lished showing the exact measure of 
loss sustained by fire in both the United 
States and Canada during the last three 
years. This table, which will, no doubt, 
be of interest to a large number of read- 
ers, is as follows:

It will be observed from the foregoing 
table that the total loss of property 
during the first ten months of the pres- 
ent year is smaller by at least $10,600,000 
than the total loss for the corresponding 
months of 1895, and $6,700,000 smaller 
than for the corresponding months of 
184. . 
No explanation which accounts for 
this marked decrease on the basis of 
mere chance is at all satisfactory. To ac- 
cept such a superficial explanation of 
these figures would be to ignore the ef- 
ficient service of our fire departments 
throughout the country, and to place 
a heavy discount upon the progress 
which has been attained in architectur- 
ai science. With the steady advance 
which has been made in these directions 
within the past few years there is no 
reason why the loss entailed by fire 
should not be considerably reduced. It is 
the aim. of modern architecture to con- 
struct buildings which will prove in-. 
different to fire, and while this aim has 
not as yet been fully realized, there has, 
no doubt, been a wonderful amount of 
pregress made.

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The Football Season. 

The football season, with its scramble 
and excitement, has closely followed 
upon the heels of the presidential cam- 
paign, and the country barely has time 
to recover from one spell of fever be- 
fore it is seized with another. 

There is no harm in football, however, 
and the indulgence of a taste for this 
vigorous outdoor sport is rather to be 
cultivated than suppressed. As a game 
which is calculated to develop and 
strengthen the sinews of the body and 
impart a muscular build to the Amert- 
can youth, it cannot be denied that foot- 
ball is rapidly acquiring a secure hold 
upon our educational institutions. With 
each returning season the popularity of 
the game is more distinctly emphasized, 
and the only fear that looms up in the 
wake of this healthful sport Is that pos- 
sibly its indulgence may be carried too 
far. 

But while the game of football has 
grown in favor with college students, 
its popularity is by no means restricted 
to such a narrow patronage. It is a 
game which the general public has ap- 
proved by its hearty and substantial 
encouragement. With the public, how- 
ever, it is more of a thrilling spectacle 
which they are permitted to see at a 
distance than a feyerish sport in which 
they are allowed themselves to engage. 
Nevertheless, a game of football is sure 
to draw a crowd, and even the most in- 
clement weather is powerless to inter- 
fere with the attendance. 

This truth was strikingly emphasized 
last Saturday when no less than 20,000 
people stood in the cold, drizzling rain 
to watch the games which were played 
in Philadelphia between the Pennsyl- 
vania and Harvard teams, and-in New 
York between the Princeton and Yale 
teams. In both games the verdict was 
against New England. 
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was the peer of any man in that august

country, and fhe south ) 
a share of the sport. On Thanksgiving 


Day a match game will be played in At- 
lanta between the Auburn and Univer- 
sity teams, and the prospect of a lively 
scramble has already provoked much en- 
thusiasm. Besides the game in Atlanta, 
there will be several others played else- 
where on Thursday. 

That football is destined to acquire as 
firm a grasp upon our southern colleges 
as upon those of the north and east is 
evident from the rapid progress which 
has already been made tn that direction. 
In spite of the occasional injuries which 
result from the game and the fact that 
important studies must necessarily be 
sacrificed for the time being, our south- 
ern colleges are beginning to recognize 
the splendid discipline which the game 
affords and to give it warm encourage- 
ment. It is one of the recognized prin- 
ciples of a thorough education that the 
development of-the body should be on a 
parallel with the development of the 
brain, and to this end the game of foot- 
ball should be encouraged. 


The Facts in the Case. 

We print in another column an article 
from The New York Sun, the most rabid 
of the gold organs. which is pertinent 
to a statement made by The Constitu- 
tion the other day in regard to the 
“I-told-you-so’s” of some of the gold 
democrats. Since the election, these 
new followers of Major McKinley, hav- 
ing been led into that camp by the 
shrewd tactics of Major Hanna, have 
lost no opportunity to say to the dem- 
ocrats: “You see what you got by not fol- 
lowing our advice? We told you that 
defeat was certain to follow'\a declara- 
tion in favor of free coinage.” 

With this declaration in mind, the ar- 
ticle from The Sun may be read with 
profit.

They said. when the Ohica- 
go convention met, that success lay in 
the direction of a positive declaration 
in favor of “sound” money and an in- 
dorsement of Cleveland’s administration. 
That was the posifion they assumed. 
Now, as the old lady said, the proof 
of the pudding is in chewing the 
bag; let us follow briefly the career of 
the gold democrats so-called, if, indeed, 
such an important term as “career” can 
be applied to the double-barreled fizzle 
known as the Palmer-Buckner decoy 
duck party. The gold democrats took 
their own advice. They made a straight 
declaration for the gold standard, which 
the republicans refused to do, an? hearti- 
ly indorsed Cleveland’s administration. 
What was the result? What sort of a 
showing did they make? 

Why, they failed to carry a single 
election precinct in the United Siates 
of America. The voters fled from their 
party as though it embodied a noxions 
infection.

By observing results in the case of the 
Palmer-Buckner affair, we may fairly 
judge as to the plight the democratic 
party would now be in if it had de- 
clared for the gold standard and Cleve- 
landism.

It may be insisted that there were pe- 
culiar conditions that prevented some 
of the supporters of Clevelandism from 
supporting the Cleveland ticket and plat- 
form. To make this good, it will have 
to be admitted that there is a total lack 
of political principle among a majority 
of those who indorse Mr. Oleveland’s 
administration, for those who voted for 
Mr. McKinley not only voted against 
the gold standard pure and simple (as 
Generalissimo Hanna admits) but in- 
dorsed a severe attack on Cleveland’s 
administration. 

We think The Sun wil find when it 
sifis the matter down that the support 
received by Palmer and Buckner repre- 
sents the votes the democratic party 
would have won if it had adopted Cleve- 
land’s platform and indorsed his ad- 
ministration. The cold facts are there 
to speak for themselves.

Colonel Robert G. Ingersoll has been 
forced to cancel his lecture engagement for 
the present on account of a severe attack 
of sciatic rheumatism, which overtook him 
a few days ago in one of the western 
States.

In 
the scriptures, plowing with different kinds 
of animals hitched together was forbidden 
on account of the cruelty involved by the 
unequal draft tmposed upon animals of 
different sizes working in the same har- 
ness. In China the plow is a sacred im- 
plement, and models are consecrated in 
the temples of the gods. As early as 1849 
steam plows were patented in the United 
States.

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Facts and Figures. 
From The New York Sun. 

If any one questions the fact that the 
supreme importance which the silver issue 
assumed during the recent campaign alone 
saved the democratic party from a far 
more crushing defeat, and the Cleveland 
administration from a condemnation un- 
paralleled in the histery of democracy, a 
few figures should dispel the delusion. 

Commencing with New York, his own 
state, where he should be strongest, it will 
be observed that Mr. Cleveland was once 
elected governor by 190,000 majority. 
These figures were reduced to 45,000 when 
he was elected president in 1892; and, after 
two yeags of his administration, a repub- 
lican governor was elected by 156,100, 

Wisconsin gave a democratic majority of 
6,500 in 1892 and a republian majority of 
53,900 in 1894; Indiana gave a democratic 
majority of 7,100 in 1892 and a republican 
majority of 44,600 in 1894; Ohio reduced the 
republican majority of 1,000 in 1892, but 
three years of Clevelandism increased it 
to 92,600 in 1895. The republicans of Penn- 
syivania increased their majority from 
63,700 in 1892 to 244,300 in 1894. Nor did the 
solid south escape this disastrous influence. 
Kentucky gave 40,000 democratic majority 
in 1892 and nearly 10,000 republican majority 
in 1895; while Maryland reversed her dem- 
ocratic majority of 21,000 in 1892 to 18,700 re- 
publican majority in 1895. Even Tennessee 
changed her democratic majority of 38,500 
in 1892 to a republican majority of 748 in 
1894. 

The vote in other states is hardly less sig- 
nificant, notably in Illinois, which gave Mr. 
Cleveland a majority of 26,900 in 1892 and 
elected a state treasufer by a republican 
majority of 123,400 in 1894. The change in 
the lower house of congress is Hardly de- 
cisive. In the fifty-third congress the dem- 
ocrats had a majority of 92, while the re- 
publicans had a majority of 139 in the 
fifty-fourth. 7

There are some criticisms of the regis- 
tration law~—some minor criticisms, such 
as invariably result from the first opera- 
tion of a law of this kind. These point out 
weak spots, which, it is consensus of opin- 
ion, will be strengthened, but it is a fact 
that wherever the law is most criticised it 
is not the law itself that provokes the erit- 
icism, but its interpretation by the author- 
ities to whom is given the duty of carrying 
out its provisions. 

While there may be no election law 
adopted at the present session of the gen- 
eral assembly, there is no doubt that a 
start toward such a law will be made, and 
that before another general election occurs 
in Georgia the election system will under- 
go a decided change for. the better. And 
there is no doubt that the change will be 
on the line of the Australian ballot law. 

Mr. Felder, of Fulton, has introduced in 
the house an election bill based on the Aus- 
tralian system. Whether this bill meets 
the requirements is a question for after 
consideration by, the legislators. The bill 
has been printed and has been considerably 
discussed. by individual members, but as 
yet has not been taken up in any commit- 
tee. There is a general tendency among 
the leaders to let the question go until the 
next session, for since there will be no gen- 
eral election in the meantime, there is 
no necessity for immediate legislation. It 
is probable that a special joint committee 
will be appointed to present a bill for the 
consideration of the legislature at its next 
session. 

Judge Redding, of Pike, who was so ac- 
tive in the fight for the registration bill, 
has been talking with his fellow members 
on the line of an educational qualification, 
and it is possible that he will introduce a 
bill on that line. He has always taken an 
active part in the fight for fair elections. 
He is a strong believer in an educational 
qualification, or its equivalent—‘‘in letting 
the intelligence control,”” as he puts it. 


The chairman of tne elections committee 
in the senate is Senator Turner, of Troup 
county. When asked yesterday about pros- 
pective legislation’ on this line he said: 
“The democratic party is on record as fa- 
voring fair and honest elections, and we 
shall do everything in our power to give the 
people such an election law as will abso- 
lutely insure a fair election. The general 
registration law was the first step. That 
law, while it may have some imperfections, 
is as a whole a splendid law, and worked 
admirably. We had no trouble whatever 
with it in Troup. We have fair elections 
there. We always allow the minority party 
representation on the election board, and 
I believe that should be the law. No spe- 
cific measure has reached our committee 
yet, but I am of the opinion that the so- 
called Australian system will form the ba- 
sis for whatever law is passed in the fu- 
ture.”’ 

Mr. Burwell, of Hancock, is chairman of 
the house committee on privileges and 
elections. ‘“‘The matter will not come be- 
fore our committee,”’ said Mr. Burwell, 
“but I presume will be acted upon by a 
special committee of some kind. We found 
in Hancock that the registration law work- 
ed well. I am strongly in favor of our per- 
fecting the election laws of the state. I 
have not had much time to study the ques- 
tion, but I am inclined to believe with those 
gentiemen who think that the Australian 
system, in some of its features at least, 
should form the basis of our legislation. 
The democratic party is on record as fa- 
voring fair and honest elections and will 
give the peopie of the state an election bill 
as nearly perfect as such a bill can be.” 


It is understood that at a caucus of the 
populist members of the general assembly 
held at the beginning of the session, Mr. 
Leard, of Hart, who acted as secretary, 
was instructed to communicate with Mr. 
Watson, Mr. Wright and Judge Hines and 
request them to make suggestions as to 
an election law. Mr. Leard could not be 
seen yesterday, but Mr. Boyd and other 
populists said that they understood that 
nothing had come of this movement as yet. 

Senator Yancey Carter had just finished 
reading Mr. Felder’s election bill when I 
asked him for his opinion-.on the registra- 
tion law and on possible legislation on elec- 
tions. Senator Carter is one of the most 
forceful of the populists. 

“I am in favor of any legislation which 
will give us fair elections,” he said. “So 
far as the registration law is concerned, I 
told-our people when it was before the 
last legislature that it was better than 
nothing, and I think that it has proved on 
the right line. I have just read Mr. Fel- 
der’s bill and there are some features of 
it which I do not ike. Right at the out- 
set he provided for the appointment by the 
governor of an election official who shall 
have entire control of the machinery of 
election. That is, in my Opinion, an unfair 
provision. It would put in the hands of a 
Partisan governor the Opportunity to ap- 
point partisan election officials in the dif- 
ferent counties and would take the rights 
of the people away from them. I think 
that the election officials should be the or- 
dinary or somebody who represents the ma- 
jority of the people.

He has been greatly ind gnant over the 
alleged unfairness he received at the first 
trial, and only suspects a repetition. 

The general belief seems to be that Delk 
will be fairly deait with in Pike county. 

It is probable that Tom Delk’s case will 
be taken to the United States supreme 
court. Taylor Delk says he will make ev- 
ery effort possible to save his boy’s life. It 
is said the necessary papers are now being 
prepared for this move.

TO AMEND ATLANTA’S CHARTER 


It Gives the City Power To Do Several 
Things Now Prohibited by Law. 
Other Local Bills. _— 


There are quite a number of bills pending 
in the general assembly which affect At- 
lanta and Fulton county, and they are 
being looked after by the representatives 
of this county in the house. Only one of 
the measures of local interest have as yet 
Passed the two branches of the assembly 
and reached tthe hands of the governor. 

The single bill which has already become 
@ law is one providing for the establish- 
ment of a public school system in Fulton 
county outside of Atlanta and East Point. 
It was signed by the governor last week 
and is now a law. The bill calls for an 
election by the people outside of the two 
cities mentioned to approve or reject the 
Bame, and that election will be held on 
December 18th, the day of the supreme 
court election. 

The bill authorizes the county boamd of 
education to levy a local tax not exceeding 
one-quarter of 1 per cent for the purpose of 
raising funds to pay for the schools to be 
established. 

The big omnibus bill offered by Mr. Fel- 
der, at the beginning of the session of the 
assembly, amending the charter of Atlanta 
in several respects, is still pending before 
the committee on appropriations of the 


house, and it will probably be reported back 
from that committee at an early date. 


Felder’s Bill Amending Charter. 

The bill is to amend the charter of the 
city so as to require a separate vote of the 
council and aldermanic board on measures 
granting franchises to street railroad, tele- 
graph or telephone and gas and electric 
companies, and in matters relating to the 
sale of public property. 

Another section of the ‘bill authorizes the 
city to take condemnation proceedings 
against the Central and Southern Railroad 
Companies, so that Alabama street may 
be extended by bridge, tunnel or grade 
crossing. 

The bill also authorizes the city to create 
a sinking fund to be used for the purpose 
of purchasing a site and erecting a new 
city hall. 

Another important section of the Dill 
amends the city charter so as to reduce 
the rate of taxation next year from 1% 
per cent to 1% per cent. 

The bill also authorizes the city to re- 
pair its streets out of the genera) fund. 

The last section of the bill authorizes 
the taking of a city census which shall be 
recognized by the state as an official cen- 
sus participated in by the secretary of 
state. 

Salary for Education Commission. 

Mr. Knowles, of Fulton, introduced a bill 
to authorize the board of education of 
Fulton county to pay a salary not ex- 
ceed.ng $1,800 per annym to the commis- 
sioner of education. This bill has already 
passed the house. 

Mr. Knowles introduced a bill to incor- 
porate the town of Battle Hill, Fulton 
county, and it is before the committee on 
corporations of the house. 

Mr. Slaton introduced a bill to allow the 
county commissioners to provide court- 
rooms for justices of the peace. 

Several bills are pending to amend char- 
ters of corporations of Atlanta and Fulton 
county, among them being bills to grant 
additional powers to the American Trust 
and Banking Company; the Finance Bank- 
ing Company; the Georga Empire Mutual 
Insurance Company, and others. 

Census Bill Already Passed, 

Mr. leider has aiready secured the pas- 
sage through the house of a bill authoriz- 
ing the taking of city censuses in cities of 
5,000 population, the same to be recognized 
by the state as official. It is said that this 
bill will authorize the city of Atlanta to go 
ahead with the taking of the proposed 
census without waiting for the passage of 
the general cty charter bill. The bill au- 
thorizing the taking of a census in cities of 
5,000 population passed the house last week 
and is now pending in the senate.

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House Members Offer Several Important 
Measures of General Interest, 


FEWER ELECTIONS, SAYS WEB 


° 


Offers a Bill To Make Term of Legis- 
lators Four Years—County Pen- 
sion “Board Bill Put In. 


_ Bome new and interesting bills were in- 
troduced in the house of representatives 
yesterday. Several of the measures relate 
to matters of general interest. 

A-bill was introduced to provide for bi- 
ennial sessions of the general assembly and 
to make the term of office of assemblymen 
four years instead of two. 

A bill was introduced providing for the 
appointment of a pension board in each 
county of the state who shall hear and de- 
cide all applications for pensions under the 
same rules which now govern applications 
made to the governor. 

Another bill makes it. unlawful for any 
reporter of the supreme co or other offi- 
cial of that court to practice law in said 
court or to appear as counsel in any case 
in that court. 

Another measure authorizes certain cor- 
porations to lend money at 8 per cent in- 
terest and grants them other privileges. 

Several bills were introduced to regulate 
the business of justice courts and to al- 
low certain fees for ccnstables. 

Four Years’ Term for Legislators. 

Representative Webb. of Cherekee coun- 
ty, is the author of the bill to lengthcn 
the term of office of the gencral assembly. 
He proposes to make the terr of four years 
duration, and to carry out the purpose of 
his bill without necessitating four meetings 
of the same legislature he also introdticed 
a bill providing for biennial sessions of the 
general assembly instead of annual ones, 
as is now the law. 

Several days ago Mr. Webb offered a 
bill to make the term of office of the gov- 
ernor four years instead of two, and his 
two bills yesterday are on the same line 
of proposed legislation. He thinks there are 
entirely two many elections now, and his 
hills will decrease the number of state 
elections by one-half ‘should they pass. 

The several bills of Mr. Webb’s are con- 
stitutional amendments, and in the event 


that they should pass the general assembly | 


they will be voted upon by the people. 
County Board on Pensions. 

Mr. Swift, of Elbert county, offered a bill 
providing for the creation of a board of 
pension commissioners in each county of 
the state, the members of whith are to 
be appointed by the judge of the superior 
court. It shall be the duty.of the board 
to consider all applications for pensions un- 
der the same rules now governing applica- 
tions made to the governor. 

Members of the board are to receive $1 
for each application acted on favorably, 
the same to be paid by the person recciving 
the pension. The bill is designed to relieve 
the governor of pension work and to make 
it possible for persons deserving pensions 
to have their cases passed upon by those 
who know them by reason of residence in 
sv community wherein the pensioner re- 
sides. 


Slaton’s Bill for Money Lenders. 

Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, offered @ bill, the 
title of which is as follows: 

“A bill to authorize and empower bank- 
ing, loan, loan and banking and loan and 
investment companies and other like cor- 
porations,bankers and other persons engag- 
ed in the business of lending money and not 
receiving deposits subject to check to lend 
money to persons at 9 per cent or less; to 
aggregate the’ principal and interest from 
the date of the loan for the entire period 
of the loan; to divide the sum of principal 
for the entire period of the loan into month- 
ly or other installments and to take se- 
curity by mortgage, with waiver of home- 
stead and redemption, or by deed, or both, 
upon. and to real estate, situated itn the 
counties in which said corporations or per- 
sons may be located and for other pur- 
poses. 

Cannot Practice in Supreme Court. 

‘Mr. Jordan, of Pulask’, offered a bill to 
prohibit the reporter of the supreme court 
Or any other official connected with that 
court, the stenographers of the judges of 
said court, or any person holding official 
position under the Supreme court judges, 
from practicing law before said court or 
appearing as counsel in any case before 
the supreme court. 

Mr. Henderson, of DeKalb, tntroduced a 
bill to repeal the act creating the board of 
county commssioners of DeKalb county, 
abolishing said board. The bill proposes to 
transfer all the powers now possessed by 
such board to the hands of the ordinary of 
the county. 

Mr. Armstrong, of Wilkes county, offered 
a bill to provide that when obligations 
provide for the payment of attorneys’ fees, 
said contracts shall be valid, but the 
amount of attorneys’ fees ghall be sub- 
mitted to a jury, excepting when a plea

sustained, in whch event the contract rate 
shall be sustained,

VERDICT FOR SPINKS. 


JURY GIVES HIM $370 DAMAGES 


Both Sides Fought Hard—The Case 
May Go To the Supreme. 
‘" Court. 


The case of Henry Spinks, which has 
been pending against the Louisville and 
Nashville rafiroad, and which was taken 
up last Thursday in the second division 
of the city court before Judge Berry, was 
concluded yesterday. 

The jury Was out but a few minuites 
when it returned a verdict in favor of the 
plaintiff, awarding to Spinks the sum of 
$870 and costs of the case. 

The case has attracted a great deal of 
attention and was contested by both sides. 
The road was represented by Attorneys 
Van Epps and Landsden, while the plaintiff 
was represented by Judge John T. Pen- 
dieton. 

Spinks claimed that he had been employed 
by the Louisville and Nashville railroad to 


go to Cincinnati and take the place of 
men who caused the strike. It was also 
claimed by Spinks that he had been prom- 
ised transportation back to Atlanta when 
he decided to return. He was quite’ sick 
and was not able to work when called upon 


1 to do so. He says the railroad then dis- 


charged him and refused to give him trans- 
portation back to Atlanta as he says he 
was promised. On account of this, Spinks 
says he was compelled to walk back the 
entire distance from Cincinnati to Atlanta. 

The railroad, in its answer, stated that 
the illness of Spinks was his own misfor- 
tune, and a motion was made to dismiss the 
case on that ground. Judge Berry held 
that a temporary illness did not discharge 
the obligator of the contract and he over- 
ruled the motion. 

The jury was out but a short time when 
it brought in a verdict in favor of Spinks 
for $370. The plaintiff is a brother to Will 
Spinks, the man who was killed by Arthur 
Hanye. 


GALLOWAY DOES NOT IMPROVE. 


Injured Stranger Is Still Unconscious 
at Grady Hospital. 

H. S. Galloway, the man who was struck 
by a train at the Peters street crossing last 
Friday night, is still lying at the point of 
death at the Grady hospital. He has never 
recovered consciousness since he was taken 
to the institution, and his death is mo- 
mentarily expected. 

Galloway's condition is puzzling the hos- 
pital physicians. In the accident he sus- 
tained a broken collar bone and an ugly 
bruise on the side of his head, which it is 
thought has resulted in paralysis of the 
brain. He uttered but ome sentence since 
he was so thrillingly rescued from the 
wheels of an incoming passenger train, 
and that was to tell his name. 

The unfortunate man is evidently a 
stranger. If his home is in Atlanta the au- 
thoritfes have never been able to locate it. 
If he has any relatives here they have never 
called on him. 

When Galloway was found he was help- 
lessly intoxicated. Just how he was in- 
jured is a mystery. Some think he was 
struck by a switch engine near the Peters 
street crossing, and others are of the 
opinion he had fallen down a steep em- 
bankment near the place where he was 
found. 

Officers Ivy and Osborne believe Galloway 
was struck by a switch engine, which pags- 
ed the crossing on its way toward the city 
only a few minutes before the body was 
discovered.

Heirs of Samuel Cheek Are Not Allowed | 


His Insurance. 


HIS NOTES WERE NEVER PAID 


Interesting Damage Suit Against the 
City Was Taken Up Yesterday 


in Judge Berry’s Court. 


* 


The suit filed by the heirs of S. H. Cheek 
against the Connecticut Indemnity Asso- 
ciation was reached yesterday morning in 
the first division of the city court before 
Judge Berry, and at the conclusion of the 
plaintiff's testimony was non-suited on the 
motion of defendant’s counsel. 

The suit was for $5,000, with interest, on 
a life insurance policy that the plaintiffs 
alleged was in force at the time of the 
death of Cheek. The attorneys represent- 
ing the life insurance company stated that 
the premiums had never been paid, and 
that Mr. Cheek, in whose favor the insur- 
ance had been taken out, had committed 
suicide. 

It was shown that notes had been given 
for the amount of the first premiums, but 
that the notes had all matured and were 
never paid, and that Agent Burney, rep- 
resenting the Atlanta ‘office of the com- 
pany, had notified Mr. Cheek that the pol- 
icy had lapsed on account of his failure to 
pay the notes when due, but offered to 
renew the policy upon the payment of the 
notes and the furnishing of a health cer- 
tificate. 

There was a provision in the contract 
that if notes were given in settlement of 
the premiums and were not paid when due 
that the policy would be void and would 
not be of force. The facts of the alleged 
suicide were not put in evidence, but the 
cirumstances of the tragic death of Mr. 
Ch@ek.are well known. He was a Con- 
tractor, living with his wife and children 
on South Pryor street, but charged with 
maintaining another house in Bellwood, 
living with a woman who was known 4s 
Mrs. Cheek. It was charged that a search 
warrant was taken out against him, charg- 
ing him with being in possession of stolen 
lumber. 

It is said that Cheek confessed to living 
with the other woman. He sent for cart- 
ridges and from the woman is said to have 
obtained the pistol which he used for his 
own destruction. He was shot twice in 
the left breast, but lived several hours after 
the shooting. Just before dying he stated 
that he had been shot by arn unknown man, 
but afterwards practically admitted killing 
himself. The coroner’s verdict was suicide. 
The plaintiffs were represented by At- 
torneys H. M. Patty and Clinton Gowdy, 
and the Connecticut Indemnity Insurance 
Company by Anderson, Felder & Davis 
and Fulton Colville. The motion for non- 
suit was argued at length. Judge Reid de- 
clared a non-suit. 

Kavar Wants Damages. 

The case of John W. Kavar against the 
city of Atlanta for $5,000 damages was 
taken up yesterday at noon before Judge 
Berry. When the hour of adjournment 
was reached the case went over until this 
morning at 9 o’clock. 

Mr. Kavar, who is a well known sign 
painter, stated that he was going home last 
January and started to cross the Simpson 
street bridge. It was after dark and Kavar 
States that the night was very dark. The 
railing which ran'on either side of the 
bridge was about three feet high. At the 
end of the bridge where Kavar walked he 
stated the railing had been torn down, and 
he walked off the bridge, falling to the 
ground below, a distance of about fifteen 
feet.

Fcism and materialism, and expressed her 
) Gesire to prove in the course of study 
adopted by the section that there is no 
"necessary connection between the theory | 
“of evolution and any of those dishearten- 


ing doctrines. 

Professor Joseph LeConte said last year, 
in an address before the Philosophic Union 
of the University of California, that evo- 
lution was not only a scientific theory, and 


not only a philosophy, but a great scientific | 


method, transforming any department of 
thought, and that every subject should be 
studied anew in its light. Mrs. Read stated 
that in quoting from LeConte, she ac- 
cepted his authority on the subject of all 
others, as he was universally recognized 
by modern thinkers, not only for the posi- 
tion he occupied in the scientific world, but 
for that which he held in the rel.gious 
world. 

Mrs. Reaa’t entire paper was replete with 
scientific facts, simply and ably expressed 
as to reach and impress her every hearer, 
while the members of her section are 
earnest in the pursuit of their studies 
under her.

BONDSMEN ALSO SUED TO RECOVER AMOUNT 


Was Appointed Through the Secretary 
of Interior and Many Prominent 
Georgians Signed His Bond. 


~~. 


United States Attorney Joe James has 
filed a suit on behalf of the government 
against Amos B. Fitts and his bondsmen 
for the recovery of $3,205.07, alleged to have 
been received by Fitts while a government 
land agent in Oklahoma, but not paid into 
the treasury of the United States. 

Mr. Fitts is well known all over Georgia, 
He was for many years editor and pro- 
prietor of The Carrollton Times. He receiv- 
ed his government appointment through 
Mr. Hoke Smith, while Mr. Smith was sec- 
retary of the interior. 

His bondsmen include some of the best 
known citizens of Georgia. Congressman- 
Elect William C. Adamson was one of the 
men who stood as security for him. The 
other bondsmen include William W. Fitts, 
Samuel E. Grow, Moses D. Watkins, New- 
ton A. Horton, George H. West, James T. 
Bradley, Newton L. Benson, Edwin W. 
Wells and Felix N. Cook. 

The bond is for $10,000 and “tlie bondsmen 
are bound jointly and severally. 

The two alleged discrepencies in Mr. Fitt’s 
accounts are $1,897.69 of assessments col- 
lected on lots in Perry, Okla., between 
October, 1893, and June, 1895, and $1,307.38 
collected from February, 1894, to June, 1896, 
being deposits received in contest cases in 
Perry, Okla. 

The papers filed by United States At- 
“torney James in the case yesterday are 
in part as follows: 

‘United States of America, Northern Dis- 
trict of Georgia—To the Honorable Judges 
of the Cirouit Court for the Northern Dis- 
trict of Georgia: The petition of the United 
States of America respectfully showeth the 
following’ facts: 

‘1. That Amos B. Fitts, 
Adamson, William W. Fitts, Samuel BE. 
Grow, Moses D. Watkins, Newton A. 
Horton, George H. West, James T. Brad- 
ley, Newton L. Benson, Edwin W. Wells 
and Felix W. Cobb, of the northern dis- 
trict of Georgia are justly indebted to the 
United States in the sum of $3,205.07, be- 
sides the interest thereon. 

‘2, That on the 14th day of September, 
1895, the said Amos B. Fitts and others 
above mentioned entered into a certain 
writing obligatory, sealed with their seals, 
and here to the court shown. 

“3. Petitioner showeth that by the terms 
of said writing obligatory, the said parties 
acknowledged themselves to be held and 
firmly bound to the United States of Amer- 
ica in the just and full sum of $10,000 for 
the ._payment whereof, well and truly to 
be made, they bound themselves, their ex- 
executors and administrators, jointly and 
severally. | 

‘4. Petitioner shows that the said sum 
of $3,205.07 is due on said writing obligatory 
and that the said Amos B. Fitts et al have 
been requested to pay the same and have 
failed and refused the same to pay, or 
any part thereof and still fail and refuse 
to pay said sum, with interest thereon, to 
the damage of petition $5,000. 

‘5. Petitioner shows that said writing 
obligatory was the official bond of the 
said Amos B. Fitts as trustee for townsite 
entries of lands in Oklahoma Territory. 

“8. Petitioner avers that the said Amos 
B. Fitts did not faithfully discharge all the 
duties and trusts imposed on him, either 
by law or the rules and regulations of the 
interior department of the United States, 
nor did he faithfully account for all the 
moneys that went into his hands as said 
trustee for townsite entries of lands in 
Oklahoma Territory as aforesaid. 

‘9. Petitioner shows that notwithstand- 
ing said writen obligatory to carefully dis- 
charge the duties of said office to which the 
said Amos B. Fitts had been appointed, 
said Amos B, Fitts failed and refused to 
disburse or account for assessments col- 
lected on lots in the townsite of Perry, 
Oka., from October, 1893, to June 6, 1895, 
inclusive, the sum of $1,897.69. He also fail- 
ed to disburse or account for deposits re- 
ceived in contest cases in townsite of Perry, 
Oka., from February, 1894, to June 6, 1896, 
inclusive, the sum of $1,307.38, making a 
total of public funds which went into the 
hands of him, the said Amos B. Fitts, 
of $3,205.07, which he failed to disburse or 
account for and which he and his said 
bondsmen failed and refused, and still fail 
and refuse to pay, 

‘10. Petitioner avers that the said Amos 
,B. Fitts et al., in addition to said sum so 
fraudulently and illegally obtained as afore- 
said, owe interest therecn at the rate of 
6 per cent per annum from the 6th day of 
June, 1895, and that said parties wrongfully 
withhold said sums from the United States. 

‘11. Wherefor the said United States 
brings this, its suit, for the recovery of said 
sums against said parties and prays pro- 
cess may issue requiring them to be and 
appear, either personally or by attorney, 
at the next term of the said circuit court 
to be held in and for the northern district 
of Georgia, in the city of Atlanta, on the 
second Monday in March, 1897, to answer 
your petitioner’s complaint.

TO FIX OFFICERS’ SALARIES 


Mayor Ascertains That Salaries Have 
Not Been Fixed. 


| OTHER IMPORTANT MATTERS TO BE ACTED ON 


Council Will Consider Proposed Raise 
of Pay of Its Members and of 
City Board Members. 


Mayor King has called a special meeting 
of the general council for tomorrow after- 
noon to fix the salaries of several city of- 
ficials and to take action on the proposed 
amendments to the city cnarter. — 

The mayor has discovered that'no salary 
has been fixed for the mayor, city messen- 
ger, janitor, chief of fire department, ward 
physicians, building inspector and two as- 
sessors for the terms beginning at the ex- 
piration of the present incumbents’ terms. 

The mayor also refers to the proposed 
fixing of salary for members of the general 
council and members of the various boards 
of the city government. To consider all 
of the matters mentioned and others the 
mayor yesterday issued a call for a meet- 
ing of the council to be held at 8 o’clock 


tomorrow afternoon. 

The mayor's call is Interesting, and it is 

given in full, as follows: 
| Mayor King’s Call. 

Atlanta, Ga., November 23, 1896.—To the 
Honorable General Council: I have ascer- 
tained that by oversight no salary has been 
fixed for the incumbent of the mayor's of- 
fice after the expiration of the present 
term, and also that no salary has been 
fixed for the city messenger, janitor, chief 
of the fire department, w pliysicians, 
building inspector, or two tax assessors, 
who will be elected next year. The mayor’s 
salary should certainly be fixed before the 
election of a successor to the present fn- 
cumbent of that office, which election will 
occur upon the 2d day of December next, 
and as there will be no regular meeting of 
the general council prier to that time I 
think it sufficiently important to call a spe- 
cial meeting of your honorable body for the 
purpose of fixing this salary. I also think 
it would be advisable at the same time to 
fix the salaries of the other officers named 
above, and therefore include in the bus- 
iness to receive attention at such special 
meeting the fixing of these salaries. 

There is some confusion existing under 
the present state of the law as to what 
shall be the salaries of the aldermen and 
councilmen next year, which grows out of 


oe 


ee eee — 


the fact that on November 20, 1895, an or- 
dinance was passed fixing the salaries of 
the two aldermen and seven councilmen 
to be elected in December, 1895, at $600 each 
per year, and the further fact that after 
that. time, on December 13, 1895, an act of 
the legislature was approved amending the 
c'ty charter, which provides that after the 
expiration of the terms of those already 
elected the pay and compensation of the 
members of the general council shall be 
$300 each per annum.” This amendment 
was itself approved after the election, 
which was held on the. first Wednesday in 
December, 1895, the fourth day thereof, 
and there is perhaps some confusion as to 
whether it should go into effect upon the 
expiration of the terms of office of the al- 
dermen and councilmen who had  »been 
élected and installed and who were serv- 
ing the city when it was approved, or only 
after the expiration of the terms of those 
who were elected on the 4th day of Decem- 
ber, 1895, and who had not been installed. 
There is also further confusion about this 
matter, because of the recommendation 
heretofore made by your honorable body 
to procure such legislation as would amend 
the charter and increase the salaries of 
the aldermen and councilmen to $600, and 
because of my having disapproved of such 
recommendation. In my opinion $300 is the 
proper sum to be provided as compensation 
for all aldermen and councilmen, either 
those now in office or who may be hereafter 
elected, insofar as the same can be legally 
done, and I think that this should be made 
definite. .I have, however, indicated a wil- 
lingness to concur in the action of the gen- 
eral council, if they should deem the same 
better, to place these salaries at $400, and 
I will adhere to this position. 

The matter of fixing compensation for 
the members of the water board, police 
commiss‘oners and members of the board 
of health. should also be definitely acted 
upon, so that the charter can be amended 
in this respect. I have signified a willing- 
ness to agree to the position taken by the 
general council about this matter, fixing 
the compensation of each member of the 
water board at $100 per annum, of each 
member of the board of police commission- 
ers at $100 per annum, except the chairman, 
whose salary is to be $200, and the secre- 
tary, whose salary is to be $150 per annum, 
and fixing the salaries of the several mem- 
bers of the board of health at $100 each per 
year, except the president, who is to have 
$200, and except also the secretary, whom 
the council recommends should have $500 
per year, to which I have disagreed, in- 
dicating a willingness. to approve a salary 
for such secretary at $250 or $300 per annum. 
Therefore I call a special meeting of the 
general council to act upon these matters. 
I hope all of them can be brought to some 
definite and satisfactory conclusion at this 
speial meeting in order that there may be 
no délay or trouble about getting through 
the charter amendments which have been 
recommended heretofore; and especially the 
very important recommendation for a char- 
ter amendment having the rate of taxation 
reduced next year from 1% to 1\% per cent.

Passenger Mon Compete for a Heavy 
Circus Business. 


WORKED LIKE CANDIDATES 


Some of the Employes Went to India. 
President Samuel Spencer in the 
City—Railway Gossip. 


To railway passenger men there is nO 
event which causes more hustling than 
the closing of a circus in their territory 
at the end of a season. There are 300 or 400 
people to be moved to different parts of the 
world. 

Last Saturday the Sells ‘Bros. circus 
closed at Charlotte, N. C. There were 250 
men, women and children who wanted to go 
direct to their homes. Some of these were 
from India, a number from different Eu- 
ropean countries and the rest hailed from 
almost every state in the union. 

The show winters.in Columbus, O. All the 
animals go there. More than half the per- 
formers were from Cincinnati, and probably 
fifty were from New York. In the last 
week that the show was running the pas- 
senger agents of the various roads which 
could compete for the business camped on 
the trail of the circus. Some of the agents 
followed it for two weeks. When Friday 
came there were fifty passenger agents in 


cus people had a hard time of it listening 
to them all. The Circassian beauty from‘ 
Hoboken mashed one of the boys, and she 
said that she would go by his road if all 
the rest of the show went another route. 

The managers of the show put up the 
money for the return trips of their help, 
and consequently had the selection of the 
route. On Friday the agents hustled like 
so many candidates for solicitor general, 
but the result of it was that the South- 
ern’s terms were accepted and the con- 
tract was closed. It was arranged to run a 
special train to Cincinnati across the moun- 
tains by Harriman. Special cars were proe 
vided for the New York contingent and 
through passes were arranged for the East 
Indians. The Southern got every passenger. 


La Grande Duchesse. 

The new Plant steamship, “La Grande 
Duchesse,”’ will arrive in New York har- 
bor on Friday of this week, and will be 
inspected by the citizens of New York on 
next Wednesday. She will be placed in ser- 
vice between New York and Savannah, 
leaving New York the 28th instant and will 
arrive in Savannah the second morning. 
She will be able to make the trip between 
New York and Savannah with only one 
day at sea. 

This ship is pronounced by those who 
have seen her to be the finest of her size 
ever built in the world. She is 405 feet by 
forty-seven feet in beam and carries 7 
passengers. 


Train Service Reduced. 


One of the trains on the Roswell road fwas 
taken off yesterday, and there will be‘ but 
One train per day each way between Ros- 
well and Chamblee. Atlanta morning mail 
will not get there until 7 o’clock at night, 
nine hours later than heretofore. The con- 
nection is very bad for this section and the 
citizens are sore. 


Clyde’s New Line. 

The Clyde steamship line has put on a 
new ship between Charleston and Boston. 
This is to be a permanent thing. The pur- 
pose of the Clydes is to be able to com- 
pete with the established New England 
lines for Georgia and other southern busi- 
ness. Atlanta is doing an immense traffic 
With New England and the Clyde line pro- 
poses to Keep up with the procession. 


Theatrical Rates. 
Commissioner Richardson has issued a 
circular announcing rates for theatrical 
companies and similar organizations. The 
circular says: 

‘Rates based on short line mileage, ex- 
cept when otherwise agreed, may be used 
within the territory of this association for 
the transportation of bona fide members of 
regularly organized theatrical, operatic or 
concert companies, glee clubs, brass bands, 
— clubs and football teams as fol- 
ows: 

‘Ten to twenty-four persons, inclusive, on 
one ticket, 2 cents per mile per capita. 
“Twenty-five to thirty-five persons, ine 
clusive, on one ticket, 1% cents per mile per 
capita. 

‘Whirty-six or more persons, on one ticket, 
14% cents per mile per capita. 
“One advance agent of each company, 
glee club, brass band, baseball ag or foot- 
ball team contracted for may be passed 
free between such points as covered by the 
contract. 

“The contract and all coupons of each 
ticket to be plainly faced, ‘theatrical.’ 
“These rates, under the foregoing condi- 
tions, may be used by connecting lines for 
basing purposes.”’ 


The Southern’s New Road. 

The Southern will take another railroad 
into its fold on December Ist. This is not, 
& scoop, however, but is probably more of 
an unwilling accession. 

In 1873 the Baltimore and Ohio leased the 
Strasburg and Harrisonburg road up in 
the valley of Virginia. In the various 
revolutions which have since occurred the 
litle road became the property of the 
Southern railway. But the Southern was 
willing to let the Baltimore and Ohio keep 
the Hne. The Baltimore and Ohio failed to 
pay the rental and was recently sued by 
the Southern. Te protect themselves the 
receivers of the: Bultimore and Ohio de- 
cided to surrender the lease and this will 
be done, 


: Railway Notes. 
Birmingham’s Mardi Gras, next March, is 
to have a rate of one limited first-class fare 
for the round trip. 

Holiday travel will be at the rate of a 
and a third from competitive points in 
this territory. 

Superintendent Ryder, of the Southern, 
telegraphed yesterday, stating that the re- 
port about Sells Bros.’ circus being wreck- 
ed on his division was a mistake. He says 
that all the damage done was the breaking 
of a draw bar. 

The Big Four’s White City special covers 
the 306 miles from Cincinnati to Chicago 
in exactly eight hours, while the Knicker 
bocker covers the 319 miles from St. Louis 
to Muncie in seven hours and forty-eight 
minutes, which includes in the first case a 
ten-minute dead wen in Indianapolis and 
with the Knickerbocker fifteen minutes of 
dead time at Indianapolis.
